Queens limits 
New Students 

Senior Matriculation 
Entry Pre-requisite 
Beginning Next Year 

Kingston, October 17. — (CUP)— 
There is a possibility that Queen's 
University will Insist upon senior 
matriculation as an entrance re 
quircmcnt at the beginning of next 
year's term, according to a state' 
ment made by Dr. R. C. Wallace, 
principal and vice-chancellor of 
the university recently. 

In a university day address 
marking Queen's 103rd anniver- 
sary, during which he outlined 
post war plans. Dr. Wallace said 
the university sought students who 
wished to attend it rather than 
"students in numbers." He pointed 
out that the science and medical 
faculties were now limited to top- 
ranking students only. 

"With 2,000 intramural and ap 
proximately 2,SS0 extramural stu 
dents who also < have to - attend 
classes Intramurally, our hands will 
be full. However, there is a de- 
finite need for a considerable build- 
ing program when the war Is over," 
he said. 

At the present time the Univer- 
sity of Toronto requires a • senior 
matriculation certificate from all 
applicants before they will be ad- 
mitted to the freshman year. Junior 
matriculation is sufficient for ad- 
mittance to most other Canadian 
univcrsiies. .

Gus Richter, Editor-in-Chief of 
The Daily, discussed the "psycho- 
logical approach to the reader," in 
a, short opening speech, in which 
he explained, that the best news is 
that which Interests the greatest 
number of people. "Newspapers arc 
read in a hurry," RIchler said, "and 
therefore the right psychological 
approach to the reader, by present- 
ing him with catching headlines, 
and interesting stories, is the essen- 
tial factor that makes a newspaper 
popular." 

Lead Discussed 

Wassermann explained in detail 
the structure of a good news story. 
He pointed out, that there is a 
great difference between a news- 
paper story, and any other type of 
writing. "In writing a news story, 
you have but one choice in the 
method lo be employed." Wasser- 
manr^ iaid, "you must build your 
story around the lead."

Dutch Students 
Emphasize Need 
For New Reforms 

University Planned 
As Meeting Place 
For All People

Four years under the rfazl heel 
have taught Dutch university stu- 
dents how outmoded and needy of 
revision was their social code. 

Just as the Germans learnt that 
by co-ordination they could go far 
in their quest for world control, so 
the students learnt by four bitter 
years of experience that co-ordina- 
tion and concerted effort were ab- 
solutely necessary to best the Ger- 
mans. They are convinced that this 
same system will carry them for- 
ward to a better world in the future. 

Whereas In the past the students 
c^me together only at the odd social 
affair or at the frotemlty. in the 
future they will demand continuous 
contact, consultation, and commu- 
nion. The university will cease to 
be merely a place to pick up an 
education or a technical training 
institute. It will becfome the meet- 
ing place of all classes of society, a 
place where the average Dutch stu- 
dent will come to know his neigh- 
bours and their problems, a melting 
pot where all ideologies will 
mingle and mix. 

To accomplish this the students 
feel that It will be necessary to gel 
rid of the conception that the uni- 
versity is only for the Intellectuals 
and the rich. Working one's way 
through college, formerly frowned 
upon, will have to be encouraged, 
while scholarships and endowments 
will have to be increased. 

These suggestions will become 
topics of discussion and subsequent 
action as the liberation of the 
country proceeds. But, along with 
this problem will be the one of 
restoration. The repatriation and 
care of deported students, the re- 
building of classrooms and labora- 
tories, the readjustment of students 
to their brutally interrupted stud- 
ies, and the finding of adequate 
teaching staff are problems of no 
mean difficulty. *

Quo Vadis?

A poll of 300 students on what tlicy 'conceive 
to be their business at University would likely 
produce 300 contrary replies. Thai is a gentle 
way of saying that students as a whole do not 
know where they are going, except in the sense 
in which Bernard Shaw knew where Rotary was 
going: "To lunch." 

Many of us know wliere we arc heading as 
Individuals: to desks, factories, farms, labora- 
tories, libraries, and seats of learning; we are 
out after jobs, and have a fair idea of what 
kind. But the thousands of Conadian youth 
who have never seen a university are equally 
certain of their aims, though they may not bo 
shooting quite so high. All we know, and all 
they know, is how we hope to earn our bread 
and butter. 

• .We know one other thing; that copious blood 
is being spilt at this moment to purchase for us 
one further opportunity of saving our culture 
from total collapse. In n few years it will be 
our job to preserve the culture of the West not 
from external foes, but from the danger of its 
own, inward diseases. And as university stu- 
dents, our minds supposedly trained, wc have 
not reached the faintest agreement on how wc 
ought to set about it. AVc are not even agreed 
— that is to say, as a group we are not certain 
—about what our culture is: in what it consists. 

We should be inclined to harbour some faint 
distrust of a doctor preparing for a délicate life- 
saving operation, who not only was woolly about 
the technique to follow, but also about the 
nature of the patient's disease, and even about 
who the patient was. It would be more alarm- 
ing still to find him engrossed in tortuous doubts 
as to even what a doctor was supposed to be. 
Yet that is our own position as surgeons of the 
new Europe.

At the présent tinjc, the future of the young, 
people of this country is shrouded by the ob- 
scure atmosphere of the post-war world. It is 
not difficult to sec that the problems that youth 
will f have to face in. the immediate future are 
serious and numerous. On the completion of the 
present war, tens of thousands of young men 
•and women will be discharged from the armed 
forces, and thus far the plans for their rehabili- 
tation assume an amorphous character. Many 
will return to the universities to finish their 
courses under the Federal Government's edu- 
cational plan, but many more will have to face 
a rather less uninviting worid along with their 
brothers who have been helping at home in war 
plants. Delinquency and crime threaten unless 
such difficult questions as housing, employment, 
and the provision of recreational facilities are 
adequately dealt with. 

The problems of youth hâve been most sorely 
neglected in the past. The results of this neg- 
ligence has been evident since the outbreak of 
war and the inevitable disruption of the home. 
Juvenile drunkenness and delinquency have in- 
creased at a terrifying rate. Tiie post-war 
years will be no less difficult than the war 
years. Provision must be made now for the 
reviewing, ditcussion, and solving of these vital 
questions.

What Is Abstroct Art ? 

I remember, during the recent Dutch exhibition 
of arts, the crowds that teemed throuEh the doors of 
the Van Gogh room. I remember, too, that this same 
Vincent Van Gogh was hounded and unappreciated 
during his lifetime. And this memory serves me well 
when I hear the comments made at exhlbiUgna of 
modem-day "abstract art". The most common are 
that It is a mass of unintelligible squares and circles, 
the smudges that a flve-year-oId makes; or some 
insane person's fantasies. ThU short column will 
not attempt to explain the work of Kandlnsky, Klee, 
Miro, Mondrlan, Morris and other leading non-objec- 
tive arUsts. Instead I shall try to answer the ques- 
tion "What is abstract art trying to say?", and hope 
that if not empathy then at least tolerance will be 
induced. 

Cezanne, when asked why he preferred an orange 
to a human (ace f6r his stiU-lifes, replièd that an 
orknge was "quieter". Kandlnsky. following tilts 
Iogl6 to its natural conclusion,^ replaced the oraniift 
by a circle. He tialmed that ho did so to repretefit 
the simplicity of the machine age, which was funda- 
mentally applied geometry. Another artist writes, 
"There should be a place in this atmosphere for 
paintings in which every section is cAmpletely felt 
and understood, that do not depict *life', but which 
are themselves fragments of life, Independent and 
sèlt-contained as any tree or stone." This concept 
of man creating art apart from a frame Is one so 
revolutionary that it has hardly been understood 
even by its exponents. 

jStlU another description of the domain of this 
art reads, "Where does this come from? You do not 
see any object. You do not see parts of earth> „It,ii 
bigger than earth, it is the creation of serene and 
eternal rhythm. It Is the inner and outermost vision 
of world order and unity, brought to us through the 
spirit by the soul of the prophetic master painter. 
The eye receives it and the soul finds it . It is heal- 
ing and helping. It is moving, powerful, and with- 
out end. It Is the finality of absolute beauty. Its 
contemplation brings joy." Obviously not every 
painting can achieve this sublimity, but some have 
and that should be our standard of Judgment. > 

In the applied field, abstract art has had a salutary 
effect on plastic design and modern architecture, and 
its influence will continue. As the art critic, Clement 
Grcenberg wrote, "Wc can only dispose of abstract 
art by assimilating It, by fighting our way through 
it. Where to? I do not know." This, I concur, is 
the answer we must ail give Until the present titanic 
struggle resolves itself and the world decides upon 
progress or reactloiij _^ t . - . 

In private conversation, another and not so unim- 
portant a point was expressed to me. This was that 
the laiy person can never hope to understand ab- 
stract art. This goes for modern music and poetry 
as well, I might add. Today, art is a communication 
as well as a creatlob; unless the average person 
learns the language of the artt,;orclviUzed values, 
then he will be left to the cold 'contfo'rt of his prag- 
matism. The public must partldpato In the artist's 
life, or lead a barren, phlllstlne existence. Long ago 
Aristophanes and Aeschylus took the first steps in 
converting tragedy into drama by introducing the 
spectator. Happily, even though impercepUbly, the 
role Is being reversed; the spectator Is disappearing, 
and we must all lead artistic lives. The' immensity 
of Jhis:cbange has still to penetrate our understand- 
Ins* *~ : .

Critics tell us that modem education lacks 
direction. They say that it Jias no dynamic qual- 
ity. It does not possess the soul and grip the 
whole personality with an enthusiasm that car- 
ries forward to a clearly definedcgoal. The 
objectivity, so-called, of the scientist. It Is aver- 
<red, has left us critical, cold, and ineffective in 
our outlook on .life. The spiritual quality of an 
earlier faith has gone, and nothing has taken its 
place. The idealism that is the llower of youth 
withers under the chilling blast of agnosticism, 
, cynicism, end neutral splnelessness. 

So say the critics. They have some justifica- 
tion. But what they imply is that education is 
responsible for the attitude of the times, that the 
schools have produced the historians, the novel- 
ists, and the poets who have preferred to see the 
feet of clay rather than the head of marble. The 
spirit of frustration which hung like a pall over 
the between-the-wars world was more than the 
product of our system of education; It Infected 
It, as it did everything else, with its poisonous 
atmosphere. 

. . ; But courage has not died. It has flared 
out, red and triumphant, in the'skies, on the land, 
on the high seas. Its steady flame glows in the 
factory end In the home. The hour is matched 
by the finest that man and woman have ever 
given, or can give. In that fact our contldenee 
rests. . 

If we can now look steadily into the future, 
not to a world that will' give us all that is best 
for our asking, but to a challenging arena where 
every step that we advance can be won only by 
hard toil and boundless sacrifice, accurate icnowl- 
edge and co-operative wisdom, we shall suffer 
less from the . unconstructtve jiers of the eynio 
than has been our lot in the last quarter of a 
century. There is no easy way to sdlva the 
problenu that lie ahead. .They will call for all 
~ that we can give.

Yesterday evening at Plateau 
Hall, the Concerts Symphoniqucs 
presented the second concert of 
their current winter series. George 
Szc}l of the Metropolitan Opera 
was the guest conductor, with the 
Czech pianist Rudolf FIrkusny as 
piano soloist. 

Mr. FIrkusny offered the Brahms 
Concerto No. 1 in D minor, a diffi- 
cult but highly effective work 
which can be rather more ot a 
tour-de-force than he was able to 
make it. His tone was consistently 
good, but his technique was at 
times Just a llltlo labored; his 
playing (especially In the third 
movement, with its brilliant finale) 
was certainly extremely good, yet 
lacked the finality of complete 
greatness. It was competence with- 
out extreme finesse. 

Mr. Szell's conducting was uni- 
formly workmanlike and vyell-con- 
celved, though not highly inspired 
and not always sufficiently author 
itatlve.' The Overture to Weber's 
"Oberon", which opened the eve 
ning, was pleasantly done, and 
neatly presented. Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony was the closing work, 
and Mr. Szell treated it in a man- 
ner which was thoroughly logical 



but not overly expressive. The 

orchestra was not at Its best In 
this offering; and indçed, since the 
memorable Bcethoven-cyclc con- 
certs and recordings , by Arturq 
Toscanlnl a few years àgoi'âny^Ùut 



an exceptional performance of 
that symphony remains undistin- 
guished.

Tully Reappointed 
Fencing Coach 
For TMs Year 

Famed Competitor 
Starts Season Today 
In B.W.F. Room at Gym 

The Fencing Club will open up its 
season of activities to-day at S.15 
p.m. in the B. W. & F. Room. Tlic 
followers of the rapier and cpce, 
sabre and foil, will be pleased- to 
learn that George Tully has been 
reappointed coach for the coming 
season. 

Active in fencing circles since 
1928. Tully has long been recognized 
as Canada's most outstanding ex- 
ponent of the steel blade sport. Dur- 
ing his competitive career he gath- 
ered in no less than 33 Provincial 
and Dominion Titles for (all the 
weapons in the book. 

For three years in a row 1937-38- 
39) ho won the Dominion Champ- 
ionship for all three weapons, name- 
ly the Epee, Sabre and Foil, a re- 
cord which has never been equal- 
led. In 1936 he represented Canada 
at the Olympics where he met the 
world's best fencers. Against tiicsc 
outstanding opponents Tully won 
more than half of the 41 jousts in 
which he took part. 

Since rciring from competition 
Tully has been active as a Coach 
at leading Fencing Clubs through- 
out the city. For the past three 
years he has been coaching McGill 
Fencers at R.V.C., MacDonald Col- 
lege and the Sir Arthur Curric 
Memorial Gymnasium and has 
turned out many of the city's finest 
weapon wielders. 

The McGill Fencing Club Is open 
to every student. Practices arc held 
every Monday and Wednesday at 
5.15 p.m. and every Saturday at 2.30 
p.m. in the B.W. and F. Room.
